Constructive Criticism 


Qn ‘the types of news, sugges~ 


tions were made ‘for more stories 
about job placement, more origin~ 
ality,: no society page, and‘ re- 
moval of the paper from school 
supervision. 


Among the faculty interviewed, 
about 75 Ser cent said they read 
each issue. The faculty showed 


the most interest in the editorial 
and news columns of the paper. 


“In a «general review of  taoulig 


response, a.safe. conclusion would 
be that faculty members. read the 


student newspaper quite carefully 


and often. 
Faculty Response 

‘An interesting. reaction to fac- 
ulty response. were the comments 
for more humor, more human in- 
terest. and more by-lines of stue- 
dent writing. 

The University’s parents showed. 
the least interest of the groups 3 as 
terviewed. Of -the thirty famili 
interviewed, only 12 said that they 
read every issue. Parents were 
most interested in news; with 50- 
ciety, and features ‘following. 
Sports and editorials rated last. 

About, half of the parents had 
no suggestions for improvement, 
but a few of them made such com- 
ments as “throw the whole thing 
out and start over,” “less repeti~ 
tion of news coverage,” “more and 
Hea pictures” and “less adver~ 


eG Siecally, the pictures received 
a low score. Most of the students, 
parents and faculty thought that 
the pictures should be more clear 
and recognizable, © 

Many students also felt that 
there shouid be a lot less adver~ 
tising, . However, the fact must be 
brought out that the Gateway re- 
ceives one-half of its.inceme from 
the advertisements which appear 
and until additional budget money 
is allocated, toward student publi- 
cations,. the advertising will have 
to stay.
